bership has been criticized. In 
this last year the value of the 
Daily to engineers has been 
highly criticized, and if, we are 
to continue as Students' Society 
members it is Imperative tha' 
engineers do their utmost to 
make heard their views on the 
type of Daily they want. 

The Pot is not only the en- 
gineering student newspaper but 
is also enjoyed by the entire 
community, even if it be only 
as comic relief from the 
Daily. Thé Pot is providing a 
discussion of the Daily Crisis 
not only on behalf of engineers, 
but also to provide a medium 
for expression of opinion that 
is not necessarily in line with 
the views of the Indépendant 
Students For A Free Daily 
(ISFD). It is not the intention 
of the Pot to justify Students' 
Society Council's action; but 
rather to make available the 
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services of the Pot. in its ca- 
pacity as campus-wide printed 
media, for the reasons which 
will be set forth. 



ITEM: The recent issues of 
the "McGill Dally" 

Officially the McGill Daily 
ad ended publication as of 
March 10th. All subsequent is- 
sues are not in fact the McGill 
Daily and have been illegally 
using the Daily logos. This 
"McGill Daily" is being put out 
by the ISFD and the ASUS; it's 
budget taken from ASUS "Free 
Press" funds. 

The interesting point is that 
their "McGill Daily" (alias 
"Free Press", "Free Daily", 
etc..) is hardly the free or 
open paper its authors claim to 
struggle for. 

Due to the infrequency of oth- 
er campus publications and 
their inherent limitations in 
scope, the Daily has always en- 
joyed a monopoly position as a 
campus newspaper. The recent 
"McGill Daily" is an attempt 
at monopolizing the campus 
media in publicizing a discri- 



minatory, one-sided line of 
thought. Furthermore the use 
of ASUS funds in perpertrating 
such a monopoly is a capitalist 
and imperialist tactic. 

The Plumbers' Pot opposes 
such a monopoly. 



ITEM: The "Principle of 
Staff Autonomy" 

Due to a very real need on 
this campus for a daily paper 
for news and information, and 
because the McGill Daily is the- 
only means available to satisfy 
that need, the Daily is a mono- 
poly. The "Principle of Staff 
Autonomy" however provides 
no guarantees as to the honesty 
of that monopoly. The present 
Daily staff has shown for the 
past eight months that, allowed 
to carry on autonomously, a 
biased and misrepresentative 
publication will ensue. Staff 
autonomy does not mean staff 
responsibility, and it is on these 
grounds that it was, and will 
be, challenged. 

ITEM: The Contract 

The Contract for the Daily 
editor as passed by Council 
does not in any way infringe 
upon the right of that editor to 
determine editorial policy. The 
editor's right is guaranteed by 
the Students' Society Constitu- 
tion: "In the editorial columns 
of the McGill Daily, the Man- 
aging Board shall be free to ex- 
press whatever opinion it holds 
save that no editorial shall 
express or imply any but a 
neutral attitude in discussing 
any student election". (Article 
8, clause 6). 

The Contract is designed to 
ensure the Daily serves the en- 
. tire McGill community, and is 
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responsive to the need for un- 
biased news and information. 
Also such an attitude as out- 
lined by the contract and the 
clauses in the Constitution re- 
garding the McGill Daily are 
more valuable to the commu- 
nity than the Canadian Univer- 
sity Press (CUP) "Statement 
of Principles". 



ITEM: Cliqués 

The criticism that Tim Den- 
ton was voted in as Daily edi- 
tor by a clique that is not re- 
presentative of general student 
opinion can be contrasted to the 
degree the Daily staff clique 
represents general student opi- 
nion. They have demonstrated 
their brand of journalism and 
their brand of an "open Daily" 
for the- past year, and have 
shown no aptitude at all for con- 
sidering different views from 
different people. On the ofjier 
nand, bureaucratic though it 
may be, Council at least has 
representatives from all facul- 
ties, and the engineering reps, 
for example, had approached 
the Engineering Undergraduate 
Society Council on two separ- 
ate occasions to hear views on 
the Daily editorship. 

ITEM: Secret Bslot 

Students have a right to know 
how their Council representa- 
tives vote. The secret ballot 
taken in the vote for Daily edi- 
tor ignores this right, and as 
such is very open to criticism. 
On the other hand Council reps 
must be guaranteed that they 
will not be intimidated in their 
vote by which they hopefully 
e>ercise a responsibility of ex- 
pressing their constituents' 
views. 



ITEM: Position of the EUS 

The EUS Council discussed 
the Daily editorship on two oc- 
casions and the EUS Student 
Council reps were present on 
these occasions. At the first 
meeting a motion to request 
that the engineering reps pro- 
pose an extension of applica- 
tions for Daily editor, failing 
which they were to abstain from 
voting, was passed, (after much 
discussion). At the second 
meeting the first motion was 
rescinded on the grounds that 
it was not using whatever voice 
we had. A motion to support 
Ahmad for editor Was defeated, 
and a motion to support Denton 
was defeated. In the end the 
EUS reps were again asked to 
attempt to extend nominations 
for Daily editor. 

It is important to note how- 
ever that at this second meet- 
ing the EUS executive was ask- 
ed to look into the possibility of 
secession from the Students 
Society. 



ITEM: Solutions 

After everything has happen- 
ed the only just solution to the 
"Daily Crisis" is for Council 
to rescind its appointment of 
Tim Denton, re-open nomina- 
tions for Daily editor, and call 
a referendum to decide the 
editorship. The issue after all 
has become campus wide. 

It is hoped that students whose 
convictions have been border- 
line have not been swayed by 
the bogus "McGill Daily".

- Several of we* Engineers 
attended one of the infamous 
Students' Council meetings 

- this time held to choose 
next year's McGill Daily 
editor. 

When we arrived, the two 
candidates, Mr, Timothy 
Denton and Mr. Nesar 
Ahmad, had not yet spoken 
their policy statements. 
Instead, supporters of each 
candidate were speaking. 
Unfortunately, due to the 
background digestive noises, 
and the lack of properly 
functioning public address 
systems, one had to strain 
to hear the speakers. Event- 
ually, Mr. Ahmad was al- 
lowed to speak and could be 
heard without too much dif- 
ficulty.

To achieve this with 
only $5.00 from each en- 
gineer requires capable ad- 
ministrators in the EUS 
(Which we had last year and 
have again now) to manage 
the cafeteria contracts and 
the commission received 
from the cafeteria and to 
organize all the activities. 
No wasting of time or petty 
politicking occurs. Think 
of the scope of activities and 
programs the EUS could pro- 
vide us with if they had more 
,money (namely, the $24.50 
per engineering student that 
presently goes down the ho- 
le). 

I am not trying to say 
that the EUS is perfect and 
blameless, but compared to 
the Students Society it "is 
miles ahead on administra- 
tive success. Part of the 
success may be attributable 
to the relative degree of par- 
ticipation of engineering 
students in EUS activities 
and in Students Society acti- 
vities. 

What I am suggesting is 
to question what benefits you 
obtain from the Students 
Society for $24.50 compared 
with what the EUS gives you 
for $5.00.

At last Wednesday's Student 
Council meeting, Timothy Den- 
ton was elected as next year's 
Daily editor over Nesar Ah- 
mad, the Dally staff's choice, 
in a secret ballot. 

The vote was eight for Den- 
ton, seven for Ahmad and two 
spoiled. The two hundred stu- 
dents attending the meeting 
loudly, opposed the decision to 
vote by secret ballot. 

Under the secret ballot. 
Gabor Zinner. President of the 
Students' Society was allowed 
to vote. He would have only 
been able to vote in an open 
_ vote, if there had been a tie. 

Besides being the unanimous 
choice of the Daily staff. Ahmad 
is crearly more qualified for 
le job. He has had considerable 
journalistic experience. He has 
been editor of Seach a Karachi 
University journal, and a 
columnist for the Boston Uni- 
versity News. Last year he 
wrote features and reported 
for the Dally and this year 
he was a columnist and con- 
tributing editor. Ahmad has 
also contributed articles to a 
number of journals like The 
Fourth World and Foreign 
Policy. 

In comparison, Denton was 
editor of his high school an- 
nual and worked on the Free- 
Press in 1968-69. 

Marcus Martin,' Medicine 
Representative, stated that it 
was unfortunate that "Nesar 
Ahmad was the most capable 
candidate" because of what he 
called "the Colgate barrier". of 
the audience. 

Martin made allegations that 
the overwhelming support, of 
the student audience shown for 
Ahmad, proved that the group 
was "monolithic" and that this 
had frightened him. 

What the councillors chose 
to Ignore was that Ahmad had 
emphasized in his stattement 
of policy that, "next year the 
Dally will' pursue open 
editorial policy". 
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accepting contributions 
any student at M cG ill. 



Ahmad also pointed out that 
he had first been urged to run 
by Daily cartoonist. George 
Kopp. "who is hardly part of 
any monolithic group". 

When External Vicc-Presi- 
dent Whitney Hardy's second 
proposal to open the floor to 
students in the audience was 
accepted by Council, Kopp and 
other Dally staffers were 
among those -to make state- 
ments expressing support for 
Ahmad. A new staffer said that 
none of her news stories had 
ever been censored by the 
Daily's editorial board. A sec- 
ond staffer, who by his own 
admission was "a reactionary", 
gave support to Ahmad on the 
grounds that the staff had de- 
mocratically chosen him. 

Statements of support for 
Ahmad were also read out by 
representatives of the Arts 
and Science Under gratuate 
Society. International Students' 
Association, Debating Union 
and other campus organizations. 

Ron Colpitts, National Field 
Secretary of the Canadian 
University Press, also sup- 
ported Ahmad's candidacy and 
the principle of staff democracy. 
He condemned Council's at- 
tempt to muzzle the Daily 
because it was a critical news- 
paper. 

The stormy Council meet- 
ing was frequently punctuated 
by protests from the student 
audience directed towards 
Council's use of "red- 
baiting tactics" and outright 
bureaucracy to attack 
Ahmad. 

Many of these students came 
to a postiCouncil meeting at 
1.00 a.m. to discuss the strategy 
to oppose Council. They de- 
clared their willingness to ac- 
tively participate in a campaign 
supporting the Dally staff's 
choice for editor and fighting 
the Denton appointment.

A STATEMENT BY THE E.U.S. PRESIDENT 



Well,, well, we've really 
hit the big times. The Stu- 
dents' Society has set out a 
contract which all future Daily 
Editors must sign. The prin- 
ciples behind the contract — 
that the paper reflect the 
plurality of views at McGill, 
that all articles be bylined. 
that the staff and editors 
of the paper be responsible 
to - the publishers or their 



representatives - are all 
very nice. However one may 
question the, very nature of 
a Society which has to set 
down these principles on 
paper, a Society in which 
the different organs sign 
contracts with one another.

ZINNER EXPLAINS HIS POSITION 



I will begin by putting the 
entire question into the 
widest context that I percei- 
ve it to exist in: 

Firstly on just March 1st: 
I faced campus during an 
election during which three 
main themes were offered as 
a basis for policy. They were: 

a) The Students' Society 
must be responsive to the 
needs of the entire student 
body as opposed to the in- 
terests of any one campus 
faction. 

b) The $300,000 spent an 
nually on the Students' Socie- 
ty must yield more program- 
mes and services than has 
been the case in the past. 

c) A reintegration of a 
"disunited campus. 

These then were my pri- 
mary concerns and these 
were the problems that I set 
myself to attacking. At this 
time the editorship was a 
remote issue and applica- 
tions Were still open to any 
student on campus. 

When the problem of the 
editorship arose, my- main 
concern was to ensure that a 
fundamental change occurr- 
ed in the character of the pa- 
per, in order to ensure that 
it becomes a more responsi- 
ve organ within the Students' 

Society. Again it is not neces- 
sary to belabor the fact that 
this year's Daily was inade- 
quate in many respects and 
that it did not serve as a 
mechanism for integrating 
campus nor as a medium 
that was of relevance to the 
entire student body. It was 
monolithic in terms of its 
coverage of events, the type 
of issues covered as well as 
the treat Tient of these is- 
sues. It was regarded by 
many elements on campus 
as alienating and anything 
but an open Daily. Although 
every student on campus 
contributes financially to- 
wards the production of the 
paper it appeared to serve 
the ideological interests of 
a select group, running it. 




$90,000 are spent annually 
on the production 
per. 

The purpose of this is not 
so much to castigate the 
Daily as much as to illustrate 
what type of changes I felt 
were necessary for next year 
in order to have an organ of 
communication that could.be 
of interest and of service to 
a widely enlarged segment 
of campus than has been 
the. case this year. In other 
rds I attempted to ap- 
proach the problem from 
within the framework es- 
tablished during the cam- 
paign and which received 
substantial endorsement. 
At. this point we can get in- 
to the details of applicants. 
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Two candidates applied for 
the position, Nesar Ahmad 
and Denton. I personally was 
not enthused with either one. 
after having spoken to them 
both at some length. As far 
as Nesar was concerned, al- 
though he seemed to favor a 
more open and tolerant Daily 
next year. I found some of 
his attitudes to contradic 
tolerance. For instano 
when asked whether or 
he would allow Denton to 
work with him on the mana- 
gerial board if elected, the 
answer was a categorical 
no. I then indicated to him 
that this attitude inspired 
suspicion regarding the ex- 
tent to which he would ac- 
tually produce an open Daily. 
This yeaVs staff, a group 
that supported the suppres- 
sion of free speech in the 
case of Charles Black, una- 
nimously supported Mr. 
Ahmad. There were then 
further doubts in my mind 
as to the extend to which 
a radical alteration was go- 
ing to come about next year. 

As far as Denton was 
concerned, I was not ena- 
moured by his candidacy 
-and told him as much. There 
were general disagreements 
regarding the analysis and ap- 



•attitudes. etc. 



proach to problems not only 
npusbut externally, 
uffices to say that I 
I myself unable to sup- 
either candidate given 
the type of changes that I 
felt should be forthcoming. I 
had informed both at that ti- 
me that I would remain neu- 
tral, support neither and that 
they merely had to present 
themselves to council on 
their respective merits to 
allowcouncil to decide. 

It is only fair to point out 
that given the choices tha.t to 
me seemed both undesirable. 
I tried personally to invite 
other individuals to enter as 
candidates. Some of the peo- 
ple approached were Evelyn 
Shusheim, Frank Zilberberg 
and James de Wilde. In ad- 
dition, the money and space 
devoted to the advertising of 
the editorship was equivalent 
to that of all other executive 
positions. In short there 
was a desperate attempt to 
get other candidates. But 
none appeared. 

In the interim I was hound- 
ed day and night by repre- 
sentatives from both sides to 
pport and promote one of 
e other. Although I was in 
perpetual termoil during the 
entire affair. I continued 
to remain noncommitted and 
in fact detached from both 
candidates. 

Only the day before the 
meeting did I decide to sup- 
port one. It appeared to me 
that a more fundamental 
change would come about if 
an indépendant candidate 
were selected. I subsequently 
made my preference known 
to councillors. 

At this time, my chief con- 
cern was that a major change 
be made in the Daily to make 
it more responsive to the 
students who finance it. 

I felt that certain terms of 
reference should be establish- 
ed so that irrespective of who 
got the editorship, the paper 
would maintain standards 
which would guarantee 



an open paper. The types of 
abuses of the paper this 
year would therefore not be 
repeated during the next. 
Some of the clauses included 
in the contract were, no poli- 
tical discrimination in the 
a ppointment of staff, no edito- 
rializatioh on the front page, 
the divergence of views on 
campus berepresented.great- 
er coverage of campus events 
etc. M r. Ahmad agreed to the 
terms as did Mr. Denton. 

At this juncture I may aiso 
point out that the constitution 
of the society which stipulate; 
the rights and obligations of 
the repective components on 
campus states that the Mc- 
Gill Daily be controlled and 
managed by Students' Coun- 
cil through the editor in chief. 
If this is a basic principle 
that people are basically in 
disagreement with, then the 
very constitutional basis of 
the society should be called 
into question. When Davi 
Rovins was putting in his 
repeated ads for people to' 
work on constitutional chan- 
ges only one person came to 
apply. If nothing else, this 
incident should drive home 
the point that it is essential 
for every individual concern- 
ed with the character of the 
university to familiarize 
himself with and be concern- 
ed about the rules regulating 
it. Before leaving this subject 
it appears to me that the 
people here would be most 
appalled to elect representa- 
tives to office who did not 
abide by the rules establish- 
ed concerning the Students' 
Society. Presently, article 8, 
clause 6 invests council with 
the responsibility of ensuring 
that the McGill Daily be 
properly handled as it is fi- 
nanced by and for the student 
body. 

We now come to the meet- 
ing, the contract, and the 
voting. As has already been 
pointed out, the intention of 
the terms were not to cons- 
trict the paper but rather to 



make it more open for the 
rest of the campus. The 
contract then was intended 
to ensure that an open Daily 
be published in which matters 
of direct interest to student 
life and campus activities 
receive greater treatment. 
The allegation that the paper 
would be prevented from 
covering Student council and 
its activities in a critical 
manner is totally unfounded. 
For one thing, the consti- 
tution guarantees editorial 
freedom to the paper with 
respect to any issue whatso- 
ever. Furthermore, it is ex- 
pected that a responsible 
paper be vigilant about what 
council is doing as well the 
administration of student af- 
fairs. The stipulation that 
campus events be covered 
more thoroughly was intend- 
ed precisely to allow for 
more information to students ' 
on student government and 
the Students' Society in 
general. 

As far as the voting is 
concerned, parliamentary pri- 
vilege guarantees that mem- 
bers vote by ballot if a desire 
is expressed for it. During 
the 18th and 19th. centuries - 
when social reformers were 
fighting for liberal and demo- 
cratic steps forward in vot- 
ing, one of the main issues 
• was voting by ballot. In order 
to safeguard the liberty of 
voting in small towns etc., 
withoutbeingintimidated.thé 
secret ballot was instituted. 
It is no exaggeration to state 
that a fair amount of intimi- 
dation was occuring at the 
council meeting with boos, 
jeers, and people breathing 
down Councillors' necks in 
a hostile manner. The secret 
ballot was thus used. 

As a result of the vote, Den- 
ton was instated as editor for 
next year. There were no 
violations of any of,the rules, 
established either by the 
constitution or democratic 
practice. 
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Do We Go 
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The most common denomina- 
tor amongst all McGill students 
is apathy. This apathy has 
reached such an apalling stage, 
that when the English Depart- 
ment called for student volun- 
teers to sit on faculty and make 
decisions about the running of 
English courses, not nearly 
enough students responded, and 
student representation was can- 
celled. 

There is so much apathy on 
campus, that the Administration 
has been allowed to get away 
with murder. Let me explain 
myself; 

The students contribute $7.5 
million to running the university^ 
The government contributes 
$29.3 million. $1.3 million dol- 
lars are contributed by bene- 
Factors and trust funds. Accord- 
ing to the extent to which the 
students finance the university, 
their say in running the univer- 
sity is negligible. 

The lion's share of power 
rests in the hands of the Board 
of Governors, and most of the 
rest in Senate. Compared to 
these two bodies, the students 
societies are impotent. 

The Board of Governors is a 
self-perpetuating clique of 
mainly businessmen aged over 
fifty (many retired) whose ties 
to the university are often 
questionable. Yet this body has 
the final say in all important 
university affairs. The Gover- 
nors' financial contributions to 
the university are negligible 
when compared to the students' 



contributions. There is one 
token student on the Board of 
Governors at the moment out of 
37 in the Board. 

Important decisions on aca- 
demic policy are made by Sen- 
ate. There are 9 token student 
senators out of 64, the other 
55 being faculty members. Stu- 
dent representation must be on 
an equal basis with that of 
faculty. 

ve all know, the academic 
— ture at McGill is poor. 
Xher universities, in the course 
if the last few years, have im- 
proved their academic programs 
considerably (eg. York). Mc- 
Gill has been stagnant. Lectures 
at McGill are useless and dull. 
Tapes and handout sheets can 
effectively replace these lec- 
tures, which are just conglome- 
rations of facts; Lectures cur- 
rently emphasize note taking 
and memorization, as opposed to 
true comprehension. Departmenl 
officials, as many of- us have 
experienced; are often cold and 
indifferent. Yet the students' 
money pays for 20% of the 
faculty salaries. It is indeed 
strange that Faculty is so un- 
concerned about the students 
that help to employ it. Indeed 
many professors are more con- 
cerned with their own research 
than with the students' needs. 

The problem has been clearly 
outlined. Students hold the upper 
hand financially and numerically 
over the Administration. Why, 
then, do students allow them- 



selves to be subjected to such 
injustices? 

Students are not aware of the 
power they have at their dispo- 
sition. Five years ago students 
had absolutely no representa- 
tion on any important governing 
bodies. A year later, they had 
representation on all these 
bodies because of student invol- 
vement led to a large degree by 
the Students' Society executive. 
People were willing to fight the 
administration through all types 
of action - for example the Poli 
Sci students occupied three 
floors of Leacock where their 
classes were held. As a result 
their demands were acted on 
by the Administration. 

After this year of tremendous 
involvement, the issues were' 
dropped, and the struggle has 
been slowly choked. 

The situation today is analo- 
gous to that of five years ago — 
inadequate representation on 
all governing bodies. Educating 
the student as to his position 
and his latent power (and his 
legitimate right to that power) 
will show him that he can play 
a strong role in his own educa- 
tion. 

In the following year my of- 
fice as an executive of the Arts 
and Science • Undergraduate 
Society will begin. I wish to sti- 
mulate this proposed éducation, 
but I need the help of all of you, 
irrespective of faculty.

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It is unfortunate that the "Dai 
ly" issue has turned out the way 
it has. People have been ap- 
proaching me very often- over 
the course of the last few days 
asking me to sign their petition 
for an independent Daily, and 
signing the petition seems to in- 
dicate full support for Mr. Ah- 
mad, thereby fully rejecting Mr. 
Denton. The issue then is quite 
clear-Denton or Ahmad. I am in 
the rather precarious situation 
of supporting neither candidate 
for editor. I do, however, feel 
that Council should not, as a 
moral issue, decide who will be 
the editor of the McGill Daily. 

The Daily is the most tangible 
manifestation of Students' Socie- 
ty money being directly rechan- 
nelled to the students - it is the 
most vital link of information 
between Students' Society and 
students. I therefore feel that 
the students should decide fo 
themselves who will be editor 
of the Daily. Four years ago, 
such a decision was made by 
students in a referendum for 
Daily editor, wherein Mark 
Starowicz was chosen over 
George Radwansky. I feel that 
the only just solution to the 
Daily problem is to extend no- 
minations for the period of per- 
haps one week. Afterwards. 



the candidates will present their 
views and qualifications to the 
students, who will act as judge. 

I realize that my stand will 
endear me to no one, including 
the A.S.U.S. which wholehearted- 
ly supports Nesar Ahmed, and 
the Students' Council which sup- 
ports Mr. Denton. I do, how- 
ever, stand on my convictions,, 
and am now seemingly one of the 
very few who aren't leaning to 
either side in this issue.
